2. JACKSON. MONDAY NYTIMES REUTERS REPORTED SENATOR 
JACKSON SAID ON MEET THE PRESS US TRADE CONCESSIONS TO 
SOVIETS SHOULD BE TIED TO AN AGREEMENT BY MOSCOW TO 
CUT MILITARY SPENDING, THAT US SHOULD NOT SUBSIDIZE AN 
EXPANDED SOVIET NUCLEAR ARSENAL BY EASING TRADE RESTRIC- 
TIONS. JACKSON SAYS THIS IS AN ATTEMPT TO DRIVE A 
HARD BARGAIN, NOT AN INTERFERENCE WITH SOVIET DOMESTIC

2A. MONDAY BALTSUN AP WASHINGTON REPORTED JACK- 
SON SAID ON MEET THE PRESS PRESIDENT NIXON WROTE A

ACTIVE LIST ACCORDING TO JANES EIGHTING SHIPS. JACKSON

AGAINST KISSINGER CONCERNING ALLEGED SECRET PROTOCOLS TO 
THE EIRST ARMS LIMITATIONS AGREEMENT. 

2B. SATURDAY WASHPOST O'TOOLE LOCAL REPORTED SENATOR 
JACKSON SAID INDIA TRIED UNSUCCESSEULLY TO EXPLODE AN

STARTING BY SAYING IN MOSCOW KISSINGER ALL BUT OPENLY 
CONFESSED HE HAD BEEN BESTED IN POLITICAL COMBAT BY 
DEFENSE SECRETARY ON LARGEST SINGLE ISSUE OF LAST FIVE 
AND A HALF YEARS, AND CONCLUDING THAT SCHLESINGER IS 
MORE THAN A SOPHISTICATED HAWK BUT A SOBERING FIGURE WHO 
SEES THAT ARRIVAL OF PARITY TO MOSCOW MAY HAVE UNSETTLED 
THE KREMLIN, INCLINING IT TO PROBE AND TEST THE NEW 
HORIZONS OF SOVIET POWER, AND MAY HAVE STIRRED AMERICAN
